In Christ would have visited the country. 
Unfortunately, Bishop Blake was not 
feeling well and was encouraged not 

to attend the trip. He has such a 
hectic and busy calendar that it is 
sometimes necessary for his body to 
rest. However, more than 40 people 
made it to the country for a time of — 
revival, support and encouragement 
to a very committed and dedicated 
people. 


According to the website www. 
worldfactsandfigures.com, Jamaica is an 
island in the West Indies near Cuba and 
Haiti. In terms of land size, it is smaller 
than Connecticut and is made up of 
coastal lowlands, a limestone plateau 
and the Blue Mountains. As a matter of fact, 
Jamaica is very mountainous. 

The word Jamaica actually means “the 
land of wood and water.” The island is the 
third largest of the Caribbean island and the 
largest of the English speaking islands. Kings- 
ton (population 750,000) is the capital of 
Jamaica. The total population of the country is 
just shy of 3 million (2,930,050). The country 
is blessed with many mineral springs. 
Christopher Columbus made 
several trips to the island and stayed more 
than a year on one of those trips because 
of the conditions of his ships. The country 
has a history of slavery, especially after 
the natives of the land were killed or died 
because of exposure to the European dis- 
eases, for which they had no immunity. 
Currently, ninety percent of the popula- 
tion of Jamaica is from African descent. 
kinglish is the official language of Ja- 
Maia. although many speak a Jamaican 
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Creole called Patios, which is a mixture of English and 
African forms. Most of the country is Christian with a 
large Pentecostal following, including the Church of 
God In Christ. 


The jurisdictional prelate for Jamaica is Bishop 
Harold A. Haughton. To say that he was excited to see 
the saints in Jamaica would be an understatement. The 
state headquarters is a beautiful edifice that has seating 
for nearly 800, located in the heart of Kingston. 

Bishop Haughton was still mourning the passing 
of his wife just a few months earlier, so the presence of 
the WMO and those who came was very encouraging 
to him. He was beaming with pure joy from all of the 
activities planned for the week. “Another 3 days” was 
Bishop Haughton’s response to my question, “What do 
you wish would come out of this time?” He 
continued, “I want the Presiding Bishop to 
know that we are thankful for him remem- 
bering us here in Jamaica. The Holy Spirit 
knew just what we needed...this was right 
on time!” He further stated that he expects 
growth to come from this. “The seeds were 
sown, we water and God will send the in- 
crease.” 

There are active ministries in opera- 
tion in the Jamaican Jurisdiction. Mother 
Daisy King serves as the supervisor of the 
Department of Women. There are 6 Districts 
in Jamaica and a very large Music Depart- 
ment (I will share more about the wonderful 
music later). 


Monday was a travel day. Most of the team 
was in by evening. After a meeting and time of prayer, 
WMO Chairman, Deacon Jon Randall, conducted the 
planning meeting. Every area was covered; those who 
were guests were added to the various areas. The WMO 
had 11 barrels of supplies: toiletries, school supplies, 
Bibles, other Christian materials, clothes, shoes, etc 
shipped to Kingston for the people. 

Tuesday began a wonderful week of service. 
It was like the Bible when people heard that Jesus 


was in town. 
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Word spread quickly 
and there were literally 
hundreds of people in 
the State Temple.

Dr. Taska Moore led a delegation of medical 
professionals in a medical clinic for three days. Dr. 
Moore, who is an OB/GYN, relocated to California in 
2008 after being in New York City. She became a mem- 
ber of West Angeles and has taken several medical trips 
abroad. 

Dr. Moore indicated the goal for the clinic was 
to check for issues with the heart, diabetes and cho- 
lesterol. Information for the care of these issues was 
distributed and follow up with a primary care doctor 
was encouraged. The checkup included blood pressure, 
glucose levels, BMI, HDL/LDL levels and other medi- 
cal checks. 

The medical team included 2 volunteers for in- 
take who would measure weight and BMI. Also present 
were 4 nurses who met with the individuals to get info 
about medicine, medical complaints and other medical 
info. The individual would then see Dr. Moore. Liter- 
ally, hundreds of residents of Kingston were able to see 
the doctor and nurses through the clinic. 

Dr. Moore concluded that the medical clinic had 
great impact. Education was vitally important to the 
work that was being done by the group. Dr. Moore will 
continue to accompany the WMO on its trips to bring 
medical care and education to the people of the world. 


Three powerful services and two special ses- 
sions were held while we were in Jamaica. The evening 
services were held at a local high school auditorium, 
with seating for more than 2000. As my late bishop 
would say, these services were powerful, fresh and 
anointed! There was such purity in the collective worship. 

Each service began with powerful praise and 
worship with a team consisting of Dr. McAllister, Bar- 
bara Jackson Sago (International Vice President-IMD), 
Markita Knight (Executive Assistant-IMD), Derrick 
Jackson (Chief Levite-IMD), along with Dr. McAllister’s 
daughters. I believe Dr. McAllister has a vocal range 
that reaches Heaven directly. The people were truly 
blessed by the ministry provided by our IMD Team. Dr. 
McAllister and the IMD Team also held workshops for 
the members of the national choir during the morning 
sessions. 

A highlight of each service was when the more 
than 100-voice national choir sang. You could instantly 
tell that they enjoyed making a joyful noise unto the 


Lord! The choir sang with such anointing and 
vigor. The fragrance of praise was thick in the 
place and did the people praise! 


As Bishop Blake was unable to make 
the trip, he worked with the Department of 
Evangelism to secure preachers for the events 
being held in Jamaica during the week. Presi- 
dent Elijah Hankerson sent some of the best 
that the department has to offer. Each of the 
messages was powerful. 

The first speaker was Evangelist Rita 
Hutchins Holland (Memphis, TN) on Wednes- 
day evening. She preached from II Corinthians 
4:7-9. Her topic was, “I’m Damaged but not 
Destroyed.” The second day (Thursday) was 
a busy day. There were three events where the 
word of God was shared. There was a Pastor’s 
Luncheon held; a Women’s Leadership Luncheon 
and the evening worship service. Pastor Michael 
Green (Portsmouth, VA) was the speaker for the 
Pastor’s Luncheon. His message was entitled, 
“Breaking Barriers” taken from Joshua 6:1. 

As leaders, we must constantly be in a state of 
growth. Truth comes to challenge us not inhibit 
us. He encouraged the pastors to worship, dance 
and praise and exercise the power given to 
them by God. 

Mother Lee Van Zandt (Supervisor 
— Maryland Eastern Shore) was the featured 
speaker for the Women’s Leadership Luncheon. 
She encouraged the women to remain commit- 
ted to the work of the Lord. She was able to 
review the vital operations of the Women’s 
Department. It was a nice, intimate setting at 
a local restaurant for the more than 30 women 
leaders present. 

Superintendent Anthony Gilyard of 
New York was the speaker on Thursday eve- 
ning. His text was Matthew 9:27-31 and his 
message title was, “Blind but with Vision.” 
There are four things necessary to have vision: 
Agreement (accountability is necessary in 
agreement); Expectation (we should never 
be surprised by a miracle...we should expect 
them); Decision (a decision without action is 
a thought); and Defense (your decision and vi- 
sion will come under attach...be prepared for it). 


Friday evening was the climax of the week. Evan- 

gelist Tommie Lee Brown of St. Louis, Missouri was the 

featured speaker. Her message, “A Change Is Coming:

Brooks states, “The Church 
of God in Christ is a major part of the Afri- 
can-American history because it is truly an 
American religious organization that was 
founded by an African-American. The Lelia 
Mason structure, when renovated, will serve 
multiple purposes; but mainly to house the 
archives of the church and serve as an edu- 
cational center where members and visitors 
can learn more about the Church of God in 
Christ. 

The Lelia Mason Hall was built in 
honor of Bishop Mason’s wife, who was his 
ministry partner and the first lady of the 
Church of God in Christ. In those days, the 
ministers were extremely devoted to the work 
of the Lord. Their wives gave them tremen- 
dous support, raised the children, as well as 
being prayer partners. Lelia Mason was the 
unsung hero of the Church of God in Christ. 

Bishop Mason, a tremendous exem- 
plary leader, laid the foundation and pattern 
by honoring his wife, and we should emulate 
that pattern of honoring our wives because 
we know, even if the people don’t know it, 
that behind the scenes, the wife is the force. 
The Lelia Mason building indeed honors all 
of the church ladies of the Church of God in 
Christ who are ministry partners with their 
husbands. Whenever I am asked to make a 
tribute to ministers’ wives, I always quote 


from the poem, The Preacher’s Wife.” 
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n addition to the restoration of the 
Lelia Mason Hall, the building will 
be extended by a total of 14,000 
square feet to accommodate a mu- 
seum. The Heritage Museum will be 
a cultural phenomenon with unique, 
rare Church of God in Christ artifacts and his- 
torical COCIC documents, such as the original 
Constitution of the Church of God in Christ. Ad- 
ditionally, a 40-seat amphitheater will showcase 
Bishop C.H. Mason’s sermons, historic movies, 
and other events. There will also be a gift shop, 
a photo gallery, a special viewing area, a research 
area, archive storages, conference rooms, and a 
training center. The Lelia Mason Hall is scheduled 
for completion in the third quarter of 2015. The 
grand opening will be announced at a later date. 
Onsite project manager, Pastor Darin 
Burns, will host tours to the new and improved 
Lelia Mason Hall. Visitors to the hall during the 


2016 April Call Meeting will have an unprecedented 
opportunity to view the handwritten copy of “Un- 
known Tongues” of Elder W. G. Johnson. More- 
over, Bishop C. H. Mason’s interpretation of “the 
Tongues” will also be on display. This rare artifact, 
circa 1914, is on loan to the Heritage Museum from 
Bishop Brooks’ Detroit Cathedral Heritage Hall.

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COCIC CHARITY FLOOD 
DISASTER INTERVENTIONS

Disastrous flooding was the 
result of continuous trains, 
beginning February 11, 2015 
in Malawi, Africa. 


A severe state emergency impacted the south- 
ern region of the country where over 36 COGIC 
churches were flooded. In response, a $20,000 
contribution was released from COGIC Chari- 
ties. From the latest report, there were 200,000 
displaced, 172 missing, 104 confirmed dead with 


1.5 million totally affected. A missionary team 1 
was dispatched arriving in Blantyre, Malawi on 
Feb 15, 2015, led by Elder Curtis Taylor (of West 
Angeles COGIC). Elder Taylor and his assistant, 
Elder Gerald Jones, visited three southern districts 
impacted most by the floods in the Malawi districts 
of Chikwawa, Phalombe and Mulange. 


Prior to their departure, Taylor released $500 to 
meet the immediate needs of the people in Chik- 
wawa, which is in the southern part of Malawi and 
the first district to be affected. Pastor Chifudo 


Mwanandi, Supt. of Southern Region, used the fi- 
nances to purchase water, 850 kilograms of maize, 
and rolls of plastic to make toilets. He later re- 
ceived the missionaries upon their arrival. 


Elder Curtis Taylor stated, “On behalf of COGIC 
Charities, | made a site survey of three Flood 
Victim Campsites in Chikwawa. Two of the camps 
are sponsored by UNICEF, using tents for shelter, 
and the third is a COGIC church building. 


There are 700 people living 
in one of the UNICEF camps
